In accordance with 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.97 and 1.98, the items identified in this Information 
Disclosure Statement ("IDS") are brought to the attention of the Office. The references are listed on 
the attached form PTO-1449 and copies of items listed as "AR" through "AW" are enclosed for the 
convenience of the Examiner. Copies of items listed as "AA" through "AQ" on the attached Form 
PTO-1449 were cited and/or provided in parent application number 09/330,322 filed June 11, 1999. 

The Examiner is requested to note that the enclosed web page printouts advertise a number of 
exemplary book lights.
